COUNCIL PROCEEDINGS 


TWENTY-FOURTH LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY. 


SANTA FE, MONDAY, JANUARY 5, 1880 


Monday, the 5th day of January, 1880, being the day desig- 
nated by law for the convening of the Twenty-fourth Legisla- 
tive Assembly, the members of the Council met informally and 
organized by the election of the Hon. Wm, Breeden as tempo- 
rary Chairman and Antonio Ortiz y Salazar as temporary Clerk. 

Mr. P. Valdez moved the appointment of a committee on 
credentials. i 

Mr. J. Francisco Chavez offered a substitute to said motion; 
“That a committee of three be appointed to wait upon the Hon. 
Secretary of the Territory, and request him to visit the Coun- 
cil Chamber and administer the oath to the members pres, 3t," 
which substitute was adopted, and the committee appointed 
was composed of Messrs Chavez, Perea and Springer. 

The committee retired and after a short absence returned, 


accompanied by the Hon. W. G. Ritch, Secretary of the Ter- 


ritory. 
Mr. Chavez moved that the Secretary be requested to call 
the roll of members as they appear from the canvass of votes 
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from the election returns on file in his office, of an election held 
in November, 1878, of the members of the Legislative Assem- 
bly appointed to convence this day 

The motion cairied

Mr Newcomb nominated the Hon. J. Francisco Chavez, of 
the county of Valencia, for President of the Council at its pres- 
ent session 

Mr. P. Valdez nominated Mr. Florencio Sandoval for Presi- 
dent of the Council. 

The nomination of Mr. Newcomb carried, and Mr. J. Fran- 
cisco Chavez was declared President of the Council, and took 
his seat as such А 

On motion of Mr. Breeden, Mr. Amado Chavez was 
declared elected Chief Clerk of the Counci! 

Mr Breeden moved that a committee of three be appointed 
to investigate and report whether or not the Hon. Torres Gon- 
zales, of the county of Socorro, is entitled to a seat in this 
body, for the reason that it 1s alleged that at the time of his 
election he was an actual resıdent of the county of Dona Ana. 

Mr. Valdez moved to amend the motion by instructing the 
committee so appointed to ascertain “ Whether or not the Hon. 
P Y. Jaramillo, of the county of Rio Arriba, is entitled to a 
seat in this body, for the reason it is alleged that at the time of 
his election he was not of lawful age." 

The motion as amended was adopted, and the committee 
appointed was composed of Messrs. Breeden, Newcomb and 
Springer. 

On motion of Mr Breeden, the Council took a recess until 3 
o'clock p. M.

The vote being taken, and Mr. Jose Armijo y Ortiz having 
received a majority of the votes, he was declared duly chosen 
as Messenger.

That a committee of three Senators be appointed to meet a 
committee of the House for the purpose of waiting upon the 
Governor of the Territory of New Mexico to inform him that 
the Legislature of New Mexico is organized and ready to 
receive any communication he may be pleased to make, and to 
ascertain at what hour it will be convenient to meet the two 
Houses in joint session and deliver his message, and that such 
committee confer with the committee of the House as to the 
necessary arrangements for the joint session. 


Mr. E. Martinez offered the following amendment to said 
resolution : 


That the said committee be also instructed to invite the civil 
and military officers and their families to be present at the 
reading of His Excellency the Governor's message. 


The amendment was adopted. 


Mr. G. N. Otero offered the following ЕРТЕ to the res- 
olution : 


That the committee be instructed also to mvite the clergy of 
Santa Fe. —

On motion, the resolution and the amendments thereto were 
adopted, and the committee appointed was composed of 
. Messrs. F. Springer, P. Y. Jaramillo and J. M..Perea. The 
committee was instructed and then retired. 

The committee appointed to inform the House o£ Represent- 
atives that the Council was ready to co-operate with the House 
in the transaction of'businéss, returned, and through their.Pres- 
ident, William Breeden, reported that the House was not in 
session. 

On motion of Mr. Wm. Breeden, the Council: took a fecess 
until such titne as the House should meet and the absent Coun- 
cil committee should return. 

At the expiration of the recess the Council was called to 
order 

A quorum being present; the Council proceeded to business. 

The committee appointed to inform His Excellency .the 
“Governor that both branches of the Legislative Assembly had 
organized and were ready to receive any message or communi- 

cation that His Excellency might be pleased to make, and for 
“other purposes , through their Chairman, Mr. F. Springer, 
repotted that they had complied with a part of their duties, 
and that His Excellency the Governor had informed the joint 
committee that he would be ready to, deliver his message to 
both branches of the Legislature in joint session at 3 o'clock 
P. M. to-day. And that, as they had further duties before them, 
they desired to be permitted time to discharge the same. 

On motion of Mr.G. N. Otero, the report was adopted and 

the request of the committee granted. 

On motion of Mr. Wm. Breeden; the Sergeant-at-Arms and 
other officers of the Conncil:were instructed to co-operate 
with the officers of the House of Representatives in making 
the necessary arrangements for the;joint session,

At the expiration of-the recess: the’ Council was called to 
order, and there being a quorum present, the Council proceeded 
to business. 

The members of the House of Representatives were an- 
nounced, and received and invited to a seat by the President 
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of the Council within the bar of the Council Chamber, and for 
both bodies to assemble in joint session. | 

The joint session was called to order, the members of both 
bodies being present, whereupon the President of the Council 
announced that both Houses in joint session were ready to 
receive His Excellency the Governor. 

The Council committee appointed to wait upon His Excel- ` 
lency the Governor appeared, and through their Chairman, 
Mr. F. Springer, reported that His Excellency the Governor 
was present. 

The Governor was received and invited to a seat, whereupon 
His Excellency the Governor delivered his message in En- 
glish, and Maj. Jose D. Sena, Interpreter of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, read the message in Spanish. [The message, in 
English, will be found as an appendix to this volume.—Pr.] 

On motion of Mr. Wm. Breeden, the President of the Coun- 
cil tendered the thanks of that body to His Excellency the 
Governor for having delivered to them so able and wise a mes- 
sage. А 

The committee that had been appointed to invite His Excel- 
lency the Governor to unite with the joint session were 
instructed to accompany him to his office, whereupon His 
Excellency the Governor retired in company with the com- 
mittee. 

On motion of Mr. Francisco Salazar, the message of His 
Excellency the Governor was received. 

On motion, the joint session dissolved, and the members of 
the House of Representatives retired to their hall. 

Mr. W. Breeden moved that the proceedings of the joint ses- 
sion be adopted by the Council, which motion was carried. 


Mr. Wm. Breeden introduced the following resolution : 


Resolved, That until otherwise ordercd the session of the 
Council shall commence at 12 o'clock M. of each day except 
Sunday

Mr. S. B. Newcomb introduced memorial (No. D to the 
Postmaster General of the United States, which was read the 
first time. - 

On motion of Mr. G. N. Otero, the rules were ibo E and 
the memorial was read a second time. 

On motion of Mr. E. Martinez, the rules were further sus- 
pended, the memorial read the third time, and on motion of 
Mr. F. Sandoval, passed 

Mr. F. Springer introduced the following resolution (No. 3): 


That in addition to the committees now provided by the 
_ rules, the’ President appoint a committee on railroads, consist- 
ing of three Senators, which shall be one of the standing com- 
mittees of the Council. 


On motion of Mr. Santiago Valdez, the rules by a unanimous 
vote were suspended for the Council to take action on the res- 
olution at once. 

On motion of Mr. Pedro Valdez, the resolution was adopted. 

Mr S B. Newcomb introduced a bill (No. 1) entitled: “An 
actin reference to witnesses and evidence," which was read the 
first time. | u 

Mr. Breeden moved that the rules be suspended, and the bill 
passed to its second reading. 

The yeas and nayes being called, the result was as follows. 

Those who voted in the affirmative were, Messrs. Breeden, 
Gonzales, Jaramillo, Martinez, Newcomb, Perea, Sanchez, San- 
doval, Springer, Valdez Pedro, Valdez Santiago and Mr.

On motion of Mr. Breeden, the bill was ordered to be trans-

Mr S. Valdez moved a suspension of the rules for the purpose

was carried. 

Mr. Valdez of Taos, moved that action now be taken on the 
Governor's Message ; agreed to. 

Mr. S. Valdez then introduced the following resolutions : 


Resolved, By the Legislative Council, that the message of 
the Governor be,.and the same is hereby referred to the trans- 
lator for translation, into the Spanish. language; 

2. That the Secretary of the Territory be requested to have 
printed as soon as possible four hundred copies of the Gover- 
nors message in English, and two hundred copies in Spanish, 
for the use of the Council. 


Mr. Breeden moved to amend the resolution, inserting : “That 
two hundred copies in Spanish and two hundred i in English be 
printed.” 

On motion, the amendment was adopted, and the resolution 
as amended passed. 

The resolution submitted by Mr. Breeden, providing that the 
sessions of the Council in future shall commence at 12 o'clock 
M., was taken from the President's table, and on motion of Mr. 
W. Breeden the resolution was amended by changing the hour 
from 12 o'clock m., to half past one o'clock p. M. - 

On motion of Mr F. Sandoval, the resolution as amended 
was adopted. 

On motion of Mr. W. Breeden, the Council adjourned. 


SATURDAY, JANUARY 10, 1880. 


The Council met pursuant to adjournment, the President 
in the chair. 

The roll was called, and all tha members being present the 
Council proceeded to business. 

The Journal was read, and on motion of Mr. G. N. Otero was :

was read the first time. 

On motion of Mr, G. N. Otero, the bill was ordered to be 
translated into the Castillian language. 

On motion of Mr. M. A. Sanchez, the bill was referred to 
the Committee on Militia. 

On motion of Mr. S. Valdez, moved that the rules be sus- 
pended and the business on the President's table taken up. The 
motion prevailed. 

Mr. M. A. Sanchez moved that the communication- of the 
honorable Secretary of the Territory be taken up. Agreed to. 

On motion of Mr. S. B. Newcomb, the communication was 
referred to the Committee on Judiciary, + 

A message from the House was announced and received, 
which is as follows, to-wit: -

I am instructed by the honorable House of Representatives 
to inform this honorable body that the House has passed an act 
entitled “An act repealing certain acts relative to marriages. 
in this Territory, approved respectively January 7, 1876, and `

the concurrence of the Council in the passage of the same.

The Committee on Militia, to whom was referred a bill en- 
titled “Ап асї to provide means of defense against hostile 
Indians," respectfully report that they have examined the same - 
and find the same to be an act. of immediate importance and 
accordingly recommend the passage of the same, 


On motion of Mr. S. Valdez, the report was adopted. 

Mr. Wm. Bréeden moved that the rules be suspended and 
the bill be considered as engrossed and read the third time. 
The motion prevailed. 

Mr. G N. Otero offered the following amendment: “Where 
it states ‘not to exceed one hundred thousand dollars,” insert in 
heu thereof ‘not-to exceed fifty thousand dollars,’ and whete it 
states ‘not to exceed one thousand men, үйгөн lieu thereof ‘not 
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to exceed five hundred men. - 


Mr. Wm. Breeden raised the point of order, that whereas the 
bill had already been read the third time, the amendments were 
out of order. Mr. President sustained the point ef order, and , 
declared that the amendments were out of order. 

The amendments were rejected as out of order. 

Mr F. Sandoval moved that the bill now pass, and the ayes 
and noes being called for, the result was as follows: ->` 

Those who voted in the affirmative were Messrs. Breeden, 
Gonzales, Jaramillo, Martinez, Newcomb; Perea, Sanchez, San- 
doval, Springer, Valdez Pedro, Valdez Santiago, a Mr. Pres- 
ident—12.

Mr. S. Valdez moved a suspension-of . the rules in order to 
take up the business on the President’s table. The motion pre-
